SHIMAZAKI et al discloses a domain-wail -displacement type 
magneto -optical recording medium for recording or reproducing an 
information by irradiating a light beam to a data region subsequent 
to a preformat region as claimed in claim 1, comprising: 

a recording circuit that starts recording of an information in 
the data region at a predetermined timing with a detection signal 
obtained in the preformat region being used as a reference ( figure 
10 shows a circuit for recording information data to a domain-wail - 
displacement type magneto-optical recording medium, figure 11 shows 
the recording circuit is performed based on wobble tracking pits 
and clock pit in servo area (preformat area) ) ; and 

a reproducing circuit that starts reproducing of the 
information recorded in the data region at a timing earlier than 
the predetermined timing with the detection signal being used as a 
reference ( figure 12 shows the reproducing circuit is performed 
based on wobble tracking pits and clock pit in servo area 
(preformat area) ) . 
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As to claims 2-3, SHIMAZAKI et al shows a clock pit and the 
detection is based on clock pit ( figures 11 and 12, clock pit ) . 

7) Claims 5-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
